FOR AN ACT ENTITLED, An Act to provide payment of tuition costs to nonpublic education
programs for students in governmental custody and to eliminate certain payments to
educational programs operated by public school districts.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF SOUTH DAKOTA:
Section 1. That § 13-28-39 be amended to read as follows:

13-28-39. The Department of Social Services shall pay nonpublic tuition costs and related
service cogsfor studentsin residential treatment centers or group care centers for minors who

are under the care and custody of the Department of Social Services, the Urifieddudteral-System

Department of Corrections, or other entities approved by the secretary of the Department of

Social Services For gudents with disabilitiesresding in a foster home, the Department of Social

Services shall pay for gpecial education or special education and related services at elther a public

or a private schoal. Students resding in foster homes must be in the care and custody of the

Department of Social Services, the UntftedJutietat-System Department of Corrections, or other

entities approved by the secretary of the Department of Social Services. The Department of

Socia ServiceswitHhavetate setttngradthortty may set rates for tuition costs and related service

costs.
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The secretary of the Department of Social Services may promulgate rules, pursuant to

chapter 1-26, pertaining to:
